A SPECIAL MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT 


Through this medium Lago's President, Roy L. Trusty, would like to make known that he is 
pleased the conflict has come to an end, which is in the best interest of Lago and Aruba. 
The decision to return to work was made yesterday by the general membership of the IOWUA who 
ratified Lago's proposal which was presented by the IOWUA Board. The outcome of the voting 
during the meeting was 435 vs. 89, with 15 abstensions and/or invalid. 


A special word of thanks from Mr. Trusty goes to all those employees who remained on the job 
and continued to work during the work stoppage. It is through the cooperation and dedica- 
tion of these employees that the refinery continued to run smoothly during the past few days 
with hardly any disruptions in operations. This enabled Lago to maintain its reputation as 
a reliable source of supply. Management is proud of this achievement which could only have 
been realized through the efforts of this group of employees. 


It is noteworthy to state also that those employees who were off the job during the preceding 
days have demonstrated a high degree of self-discipline and control. This was especially 
discernable in the peaceful demonstrations and behavior on the part of these employees on the 
public roads. These facts prove that our employees are peace-loving citizens.
